The Arthur men in the Republican State
Convention at Utica yesterday combined with
the Edmunds men and elected, by votes ranz-
fng from 256 to 472, the following Edmunds
delegates-at-large to Chieago: Theodore Roose-
velt, Andrew D, White, John L Gilbert and Ed-
win Packard, Senator Miller received 243
votes, or five less than a majority of the conven-
tion.  All four delegates are uncompromisingly
opposed  to  the President’s  renomina-
tion, Judges Andrews (Rep) and Rapallo
(Demt, of the Court of Appeals, were renomi-
nated without a division. Pres lential Electors
were chosen, and @ new Siate Committee wags

appointed,  The latter ix  divided be-
tween  the Blaine and Artlmr men. The
plattorm approves  the Administration

of President Arthur, advoeates protection, op-
ses Turther silyer coinage and favors Federal
gid for educational purposcs.

U11cA, April 28.—There is oue happy effvct ap-
parent to-might from to-day’s couvention. All
gidos are claiming to have in part achicved a Vies
tory, This leaves a satisfied feeling ou the sarluce,
woaich is a fortunate outeome of the spirited
contest 1hat has heen carried on here since Monday,
Mr. Blaine's friends claim that the result isu virtusl
wictory for them. Until withiu g few days they had
not supposed that Mr. Bluine conld control the eon-
veution in the President's own State, where the
Federal patronage and ** machine * intluences in
th: cities have so much to do  with
dotermining theresult. It was realized by the Blaine
Jeuders that uliless the President could coutrol the
mujority of the delegates from his own Mate hie
would practically be out of the rave at Chi=
cago. They knew that his fricuds wonld make
use of evory possihle deviee 1o get control of @ mas
Jority of the delegates to the State Convenlion.
Starting off with sixty-eight delegates from New-
York city and a large vote from Brooklyn, with
solid delegations from Buflalo, Troy aud other
eities, the Arthur wmen bad un  advantage
which the Blaine leaders bhardly expecteld to
overcome. The result shows that Mr, Blaine had In
the convention 243 delegates, lacking only five
yotes of a majority; aud that President Arthir
had about 155 delegates, or sixtysfour less than a
wajority, The strength of ull other candidates
grouped under the name of Edmunds did not exoend
seventy vores in a convention of 497 membegs,

_ T0E BLAINE MEN NOT DISCOUBAGED,

Considering thut Mr, Bluime his secured a larger
pumber of the District delegates than hus Presi-
dent Arthur, the friends of the former gentle-
min believe that they ean  view the re-
silt with great satisfactiwn, They say  that
to-duy’s work pots Mr, Arthur ot of the race at
Chicsigo, and Mr, Edmunds ss well, Wlile the
latter gentlepan, by & combiuation  with
ilie Arthur wen, wmade for the  sole
purpese  of  defeating  Blaine, has  seonred
four delegates ot large.
